LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 



December 1, 1916. 

To His Excellency Martin Q. Brumbaugh, Governor of Pennsylvania, 
Harrisburg: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the Report of the State 
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PENNSYLVANIA STATE LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



The Library has been increased in the period from December 1, 
1915 to December 1, 1916, as follows : 

Books purchased , 3114 volumes 

Exchanges, 1221 volumes 

Gifts, 246 volumes 

Total being, 4581 volumes 

Volumes added to the collection of Pennsylvaniana, 457. Old and 
new books were accessioned to the "number of 6765. 31469 volumes 
were issued for home use. Total accessioned to date 170742 volumes. 
The very large demand on the part of people throughout the State 
for information makes it necessary to carry on a great deal of work 
by correspondence and the use of the typewriter and the telephone is 
not conducive to that quiet which the student needs in such an insti- 
tution. It is hoped that the first move towards a real educational 
building with ample accommodations for students, a magazine room, 
and quiet quarters for those doing research work, where they may col- 
lect the material without fear of molestation or interruption, may 
be made during the coming session of the Legislature. 

We are practically without room for the development of the State 
Museum collections. 

The newspapers have now filled all the available space in the attic 
provided for them; and the collections in the Division of Public 
Records are overflowing the quarters assigned to them. Mr. Hiram 
Herr Shenk, of Lebanon Valley College was appointed as Custodiati 
of the records in place of Mr. Luther Reily Kelker deceased. He has 
held the Chair of Historical and Social Science in the College, and 
his training along the lines of Pennsylvania History has enabled him 
to take up his new work with intelligence and enthusiasm.

USE OF THE PHOTOSTAT. 



The State Librarian was first impressed with the usefulness of the 
photostat in library service during the Ottawa meeting of the Li- 
brary Association when he spent most of his time with Doctor 
Doughty in the Department of Public Archives. The ease with which 
some hundred rare maps were reproduced for Mr. Thwaites in the 
course of a day by an assistant unskilled in photography and the 
exhibit that Dr. Doughty made of unique books, the early history of 
Canada reproduced in the same fashion, made him resolve to secure 
a photostat, if x>ossible. 

There is in the Museum the flag of Proctor's Westmoreland County 
Battalion. This is one of the three Pennsylvania Revolutionary flags in 
existence and historians are constantly asking for illustrations of it. 
The photostat copy answers every requirement and the wear and tear 
upon the volumes of Archives containing the illustration is avoided. 
The early petitions are constantly being sought for information as 
to genealogical data and the photostat in this case gives tbe fac- 
simile impression in such shape that it can easily be kept for illusr 
tration. The descendants of important men are constantly requesting 
the volumes containing the portraits of such characters. The photo- 
stat is often more satisfactory in this work than direct photography 
as the reproductions are soft and yet clear. In the Free Library 
Commission work the citizens of the various communities would like 
some expression of influence as to the success of the library methods 
in the various towns from some other source than librarians. Letters 
are secured from business men in these communities and these are 
"photostated" and sent out in ^nswer to such inquiries. 
The work done by the assistants in the Division of public records in 
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the repair of maps has not only been of a very high order but shows 
an intelligent study of method which is most gratifying. The ma- 
terials used in this process are Carter's photo-paste, a large pine 
board of soft table, heavy thumb tacks, a heavy sheet of glass in an 
upright frame, and a heavy quality of Mohawk linen sheeting. Car- 
ter's photo-paste is strained and well mixed to eliminate lumps. A 
large glass is encased in an upright frame 5 ft. by 5 ft. with a 
trough at the bottom to carry off superfluous water as it drains off 
the map. The linen is cut two or three inches longer than the map 
and is stretched very tightly on the board and fastened with thumb 
tacks about one inch apart. The map is then thoroughly wet on 
both sides until well soaked and the face very carefully applied to 
the glass and well smoothed down so that no bubbles form under- 
neath. While the linen is on the glass the paste is well worked in 
with a brush. Taking the map from the glass the map is laid on the 
linen, the smoothing being done with cheese-cloth, working in one 
direction. The map is allowed to dry from three to four hours when 
it is taken from the board. It will be found that the shrinkage is 
the same in the linen and in the paper of the map so that the surface 
is perfectly smooth. 

DIVISION OF PUBLIC RECORDS. 



The Division has completed the Northampton County papers in 
nineteen volumes and the Bedford County papers in eleven volumes; 
has indexed by names or subjects nineteen volumes of Provincial 
Papers; and has organized and made accessible a large number of 
manuscripts connected with the organization of the State Militia 
during the years 1820 to 1840 together witii a mass of miscellaneous 
documents coveting the same period; marriage, birth, and death 
records of thirteen counties for the years 1852, 1853 ,1854 ; and pre- 
pared the index for two volumes of the Frontier Forts of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

For other Departments the Division has mended and backed with 
muslin or crepeline one hundred and twenty seven maps, and bound 
and mended thirty-one blue prints, besides mending hundreds of 
papers. 

The Division has received and answered one thousand three hun- 
dred and sixty-seven letters (1367). 

The fees for certificates amounted during the year to three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars and forty cents.

STATE MUSEUM. 



The State Museum's Curator reports that the work of the Museum 
has advanced satisfactorily In all of its branches and that there has 
been an increased interest on the part of the public which is proved 
by the daily attendance as compared with former years. The addi- 
tions to the habitat groups of animals have met with enthusiastic 
approval. One of these late groups is that of the Wild Turkey and 
the scene is taken from Pike County. The birds are mounted in peace- 
ful but alert positions. The Clearfield County picture sets forth a 
group of Eed Foxes and they are beautifully mounted. The Ring- 
necked Pheasant and the European Gray Partridge are shown as they 
live in Pennsylvania. There is very little space left for the mounting 
of these birds within the corridor which is used for this purpose. 
The exhibit of Historical objects is also crowded. An important col- 
lection of geological and mineralogical material cannot be placed on 
exhibition until more cases are furnished. These with the display of 
forestry and botanical specimens which are nearly completed will 
occupy all the space in the room formerly known as the Flag Eoom. 

The work of the public schools is by far the best exhibit so far 
shown. It is made up of the actual daily class work of the pupils and 
represents the average work performed by them. There has been 
much more co-operation on the part of the superintendents and 
teachers during the past year than ever before and this has resulted 
in the representation of the work of a greater number of counties. 

The Lantern Slide Division shows a steady demand for slides and 
when the catalogue of this material is completed this service will be 
of an inestimable value in the educational work of the State.

THE PENNSYLVANIA FREE LIBRARY COMMISSION. 



The work of the Free Library Commission has proceeded along 
the usual lines notwithstanding the fact the sum appropriated by 
the last Legislature was $7,000 less than that of 1913. This necessi- 
tated a reduction in the force and also limited the purchase of books 
That the work has been earnestly pushed is born out by a comparison 
of the record of the things accomplished as compared with the 
previous year. It can be truthfully said that every member of the 
force has worked with industry and intelligence, both in promoting 
the work of institutions partially developed or in stirring up the 
enthusiasm of the citizens who are without such privileges in the 
creation of a library system.

RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 

The accounts of the State in its relations with the State Library 
and Museum are now of three kinds according to changes made by 
the State Treasurer and the Auditor General in the system of ac- 
counts. 
These are: 

1st. The accounts for which money is furnished in advance for 
incidental expenses in the various divisions of the work; 

2nd. All those accounts which are paid by direct requisition, sep- 
arate checks being sent by the State Treasurer on bills approved by 
the State Librarian ; and 

3rd. Certain other accounts which partake of both of these fea- 
tures. The appropriation, for the Museum for ilistance, is made in a 
lump sum. The salaries are paid directly by the Treasurer, and the 
incidental items are paid monthly through the State Librarian.
